With the Town Manager of Wil- 

mington, Joseph Courtney, hand 
ling the spade, the formal 
ground breaking for the new 
$15,000,000 AVCO research and 
development center, on Lowell 
street, took place at 9 am., 
Monday. 

A sharp wind buffeted Select- 
men of Wilmington and offi- 
cials of AVCO who watched the 
TM at his task, a task which 
was completed in absolute 
Silence. There was no speech 
making, merely a simple cere- 
mony. 

The ceremony marks the be- 
ginning of the construction 
of one of the most moder re- 
search plants in the weld- 
a plant which has been upper- 
most in the minds of most of 
the residents of this town 
since they first leamed of 
it, last spring. 

The new research center will 
extend one-fifth of a mile 
and will cover 16 acres of 
ground, Four buildings, in- 
tegrated, for research, dev- 
elopment, administration, and 
prototype testing and expir- 
imental manufacturing, will 
provide more than 400, 000 
square feet of floor space. 

The new plant will be a sub- 
sidiary of AVCO, one of the 
100 largest manufacturing 
corporations for defense and 
industry in the nation. At 
present it is largely con- 
cerned with an advanced mis- 
sile program for the Depart- 
ment of Defense. The plant 
will replace the temporary 
facilities now located in 
Lawrence, and the Electronics 
Research Laboratory in Boston

site, and above ground con- 
struction will be by the Aber 
thaw Construction Co., a CC&F 
subsidiary.

Just 
bring your neighbor with you. 

Also hard to believe - A 
statement by one of our Select 
men, that he felt no responsi- 
bility for the many mistakes 
in our dew police and fire 
station (necessitating an ex- 
penditure of $50,000.00); he 
feels that it was the respon- 
sibility of the building com- 
mittee and the Tow Manager, 
at that time. If I were a Sel- 
ectran, whether it was my res- 
ponsibility or not, I would 
look carefully into an expend- 
iture of this amount of money, 
and be sure the tax-payers 
money was being spent wisely, 
that the building was properly 
Taid out for future growth, 
and I would not expect that in 
three years time it would have 
to be propped up with wooden 
beams, because of cracked 
walls. 

Did you know that we have the 
most complete professionalized 
administrative staff of any 
town in Massachusetts, with 
less than 20,000 population? 
Itcosts money to lead!! 

Just asking - When the tax 
rate went from $46.90 in 1953 
to $57.00 in 1954 it was said 
it would be a stabilized fig- 


trucks), at an extra cost to 
the taxpayer. 

This past summer the tow 
hired from J J Cronin one 
Houff loader at at least $15 
an hour, and one truck at at 
least $10 an hour, to pick up 
boulder and stumps along the 
roads of Wilmington. .The truck 
hauled on the average of one 
or two stumps at a time to the 
Town Dump, making probably 4 
or 5 trips a day. On its trip 
to the dump fran different 
parts of town, it sometimes 
took one hour or an hour and a 
half. Meanwhile, the Houff 
loader sat idle. Why didn’t 
whoever was in charge of the 
job hire more trucks at $4.50 
an hour, to carry the same 
load, and get the same job 
done? This job of stone and 
stump removal went on for at 
least 3 months, when it could 
have been handled in a couple 
of weeks, at a great savings 


to the tow. 
Another candidate has worked 


for the past 20 years in the 
insurance field, and yet when 
an accident.occurred to one of 
the town employees, an article 
now appears on the warrant, 
paying for the hospital bills 
out of the taxpayers’ pockets, 
instead of an insurance com- 
pany’ s. 

I_am strongly against the 
selectmen’s past decision to 
bar the press from their meet- 
ings. If newspapers are re- 
porting the meetings inaccur- 
ately, there is nothing to pre 
vent anyone from calling the 
newspaper to have the mistake 
corrected. 

I feel that I am theoretical- 
ly. and practically qalifted 
for selectman, I have attended 
law and business schools, and 
my job has given me the exper- 
ience necessary to deal with 
the problems sited above. I 
love the town of Wilmington, 
and would like to see it pros- 


advantage in this respect, for 
they wak outside the tow. 
For close to 20 years I have 
been self-employed in Wilming- 
ton. My business involves a 
variety of jobs - trucking, 
contracting, moving houses, 
rubbish collecting and oil de- 
livery. I feel that this var- 
iety, along with the extremely 
competitive nature of my busi- 
ness, has given me the experi- 
ence to avaid certain mistakes 
that I believe were made in 
the past. Here are only a few 
of then. 

One of the candidates running 
today was a civil engineer and 
consultant to the Planning 
Board at the time the Police- 
Fire station site was picked.

The saving over 
a ten year p2 riod would have 
been $50, (00, yet no action 
was taken. 

For the past eight years, our 
snow removal bills have been 
astronomical, Why? The town 
purchased 2 snowfighters from 
the Eastern Mass Railway Co - 
trucks that have been engin- 
eered and are proven to be the 
best snowfighting machinery in 
the east. Despite their effi- 
ciency, these trucks have been 
used to scrape and sand, which 
is their secondary operation. 
Their snowplows have been left 
behind the old blacksmith shop 
in back of the town garage, 
while J J Cronin’s trucks plow

THE HYPERSONIC CANNON OF AVCO 


Pictures of the Hypersonic 
Cannon’ of AVCO, in Everett 
and to be moved to Wilmington 
in 1958. With this AVCO Engin- 
eers can produce a speed of 
18,000 miles an hour and a 
temperature of 15 000 degrees 
farenheit, (the sun’s surface 
is 10,000).
